“WATERED BUTTER” 
NEW FOUND GRAFT 


PUBLIC CLAMOR 
AGAINST CRIME 


MlLWAl’KEE, WU., S»pt. IR. — 
I Special. I— It is going hard with the 
dairymen of Wisconsin who “ water 
their butter.” 
Partly'through the exhibits at the 
state fair, and partly through a visit 
at .several dairies, “ watered butter” 
has been placed on the list of new 
discoveries. 
Capt. McCoy, United States reve­ 
nue officer, is the Columbus of the 
watered butter. 
He says that there 
is i* whole -s>i of butter sold in Wis­ 
consin which is over 16 per cent wa­ 
ter. and when it is so, the label of 
“adulterated butter” is put on the 
packages. 
Samples as high as 20 per cent 
water have been found and are now 
at the government building for in­ 
spection. 
Butter, when "right,” con­ 
tains about 7 or 8 per cent water.
